’ CAPTAIN RUMSEY ON LIGHT 
DUES AND FREE PORTS. 
The Horbour Master's annual report was [ald 
before the Leglatatlve Council on Monday, In 
the course of it Captain Rumsey says :— 


The snbjsct of ght dues has occupled some 
attention recently and has elicited statements 
and arguments the basli cf which Is foucd fn 
the phrase " Fre-dem of the Port.” 

But-even those from whom this phrase fatle 
most glibly have not attempted to explain pre- 
clscly what meaning they attach to jt. Hong. 
kong Is deterlbed by them as a “Free Port," 
and the Government is anathematlzed for des- 
troying Its freedom, yet there hes been: no 
proposal on the part of the Government to alter 
{n principle the condition of things which has 
existed for the last quarter of a century, : 

A" Free Port" to the general acceptance of 
the term’ Is, I venture to mssert, a port where. 
there is no Custom House and where goods are 
frea from Customs duties and control, Also tn 
some cases It {s applied to ports where shipt are 
free and not subject to charges such as Light 
Dues, Tannage Dues, &c. There {s no Custom 
House at Hongkong and goods are free, but for 
the last 2 years European shipping has been 
subject to a chargé for light dues, and for 30 
years native. craft have been subject to port 
charges, iy any 

But it ts now contended that here In. Hong. 

kong "Freedom of the Port" must inclade both 
of these exemptions and that without Pres SAips 
as woll as Free Goods (here ig no "Free Port,” 
a condition which, sofar I: have been able to 
discover, {9 not supported by precedent fa any 
port of Importance in any part of the world, 
“ Reference has also been made by way of 
argument to a Free Port” proclamation {aimed 
In 1842, when, in the words of the ratepayers’ 
petition to the Howie of Commons, Hongkong 
was ‘a barren rock, the abode of a faw fisher. 
men and pirates” and when as yet the treaty by. 
which tt became a British possession had not 
been ratified. :
